Required Schools 
Limited by Senate

The Georgia Senate approved a plan Friday which 
would limit compulsory school attendance to segregated 
districts and possibly repeal compulsory attendance 


throughout the state. 


The plan, consisting of a two- 
bill package, provoked consider- 
able debate but won on a key vote 
of 29-14. 


One bill, adopted by the Senate, 
37-4, provides that if there is any 
desegregation whatever within a 
school district, compulsory at- 
tendance would no longer be re- 


quired anywhere in that district. . 


Thus, the desegregation of even 


} 


one school in Atlanta would mean 
that no child of school age in At- 
lanta would be réquired to attend 
school. 


The bill further provides that if 
any section is declared unconsti- 
tutional, the entire act would be 

| invalidated. 
ONE ACT LEFT 


In that case, the only act which 
would then remain on the statute 


| books would be the second in the 


| 


package, which repeals the exist- 
ing compulsory attendance law. 


The compulsory-only-if-segregat- 
ed bill reenacts a provision of the 
1945 attendance act which would 
allow 14 truant officers now on 
local payrolls to receive state pay. 


To be certified by the state, vis- 
iting teachers (attendance offi- 
cers) must have 10 quarter hours 
of specialized training. 


When the visiting teacher pro- 
gram was authorized in 1945, un- 
certified officers then on payrolls 
were given five years in which to 
qualify. At present, the state is 
paying no uncertified personnel 


as visiting teachers, but under the 
Senate bill, some 14 could ask 
state pay for five years. 


AGAINST FIRST BILL 


Among the four who voted 
against the first bill were Sens. 
Charlie Brown of Atlanta and Er- 
win Mitchell of Dalton, who spe- 
cifically asked to be recorded as 
voting “no.” 

Senate Floor Leader Gordon

They testified at a desea **mili- 
tary posture” hearing of the 
House Armed Service Committee. 
Their opening statements were re- 
leased afterwards by Rep.

Atlas Hurls Fake Warhead | 
7,000 Miles in Perfect Shot 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI)—An Atlas missile driven by the 
mightiest engines ever built for a U.S. military weapon hurled a 
dummy warhead 7,000 miles over the Atlantic Ocean Friday. 


The 82-foot Convair-built missile, which fizzled in the air in its 
three previous firings, worked like a fine watch. It blasted from 
a concrete launching pad in a rush of flame and smoke at 1:29 p.m. 


About 40 minutes later, its 12-foot tall nose cone—loaded with 
test instruments instead of the nuclear warhead it will carry on 
combat duty—slammed into the South Atlantic. 


The target—about 400 miles west of Cape Town, South Africa— 
was one that had been selected before the shot. The missile’s 
all-inertial guidance system, invulnerable to radio jamming, steered 
the Atlas on its course, reaching about 700 miles into space at one

Curbing Governor 


The budget fight between the gover- 
nor and the legislature involves the peo- 
ple’s money and the governor’s power. 


Both contenders seem ready to make 
the wrong decision on the money part. 


The legislature ought to spare the 
state another wrong answer at this ses- 
sion; it ought to drop the power argu- 
ment until it can be weighed. 

Legislators could make lasting mis- 
takes by rushing in now with these hasty 
efforts to clamp unstudied curbs and lids 
on the executive branch. What's the 
hurry ? 

It is obvious that new budget proce- 
dures must be set up for the future. These 
may involve new and delicately balanced 
curbs and checks that alter the present 
balance of power. These changes ought to 
be studied and tooled with care, not 
bludgeoned into effect piecemeal. This is 
a question of what can be done for the 
people—not of what can be done to the 
governor. 

™ * * 

Time ought to be taken to study suc- 
cessful budget setups in North Carolina 
and elsewhere before we act. Taking a 
hammer to the Georgia watchworks now 
invites fiscal disaster. There’s another ses- 
sion next January, and an election cam- 
paign after that, so there is time to get 
the facts and weigh them against politics 
and the public good before acting. The 
handling of the people’s money is at stake, 
and they want it handled with care. They 
will appreciate a legislature that looks 
carefully before it leaps. They don't want 
their money put up for hasty political 
grabs in this present fog, which may con- 
ceal some stumps. 

The legislature already appears ready 
to identify itself with the governor's 
wrong decision on money—a decision that 
will raise teacher salaries without rais- 
ing the revenue to pay for them. 

Gov. Vandiver’s position that he wont 
have to raise taxes during his administra- 
tion may be true; the raises will simply 
empty what savings there are in the 
state’s bank account. But when those sav- 
ings are gone, then taxes will have to be 
raised or the teacher and bus driver sala- 
ries cannot be paid any - longer. It may 
have to be a big tax increase—and one 
thing is obvious. The Georgian of modest 


means, who is hit hardest by the present 


three per cent sales tax, cannot and will 
not stand another increase in it. So where 
do the legislators and the next governor 
propose to get the money to pay the 
teachers after Gov. Vandiver exhausts the 
state’s savings account over the next two 
years with this legislature’s blessing? 

That is the question the people may 
now start asking. 

One wrong decision involving the tax- 
payer’s money is enough for this session. 
May the legislature spare him another 


one.

Georgia Doesn't Need 
A Legislative Gestapo 


The old Georgia Commission on Edu- 
cation was abolished in 1959 after it was 
subverted into an instrument for personal 
and political persecution. Its attempts at 
thought control through coercion and 
character assassinations proved too much 
even for the political climate of the time. 

Now comes Rep. John Sheffield with 
a proposal to create another agency with 
even greater powers and with a com- 
pletely political makeup. To be known 
as the Georgia Commission on State Sov- 
ereignty, it would set-up the legislative 
leadership of the state as a body with sub- 
poena and contempt authority under the 
guise of investigating the “educational

structure of the state” to harass any and 
everybody. 

Under the Sheffield proposal, the 
commission of seven legislators could set 
itself up as a gestapo-like group with au- 
thority to subpoena persons, “books, pa- 
pers, records and documents.” Failure to 
comply would be dealt with “as contempt 
by the Superior Court.” 

This vicious bill thus would give seven 
legislators power to ride herd on every 
citizen, be he directly connected with edu- 
cation or not. It could become an instru- 
ment to club public officials and poli- 
ticilans as well. 


We do not need thought control and 
political coercion of the people of Geor- 
gia. This proposal to set it up should re- 
ceive the quick death it deserves.

Killing Attendance Law 
Seems Doubly Foolish 


Any attempt to do away with compul- 
sory attendance laws in Georgia will be 
doubly foolish. It would greatly damage 
the state’s schools, its children and, ulti- 
mately, the entire fabric of the state. 


Furthermore, it would have little ef- 
fect on the degree or speed of integration, 
which seems to be the idea behind aban- 
doning the present law. 


A “compromise” has been offered in 
a companion Senate bill. This plan 
would make school attendance compul- 
sory only in counties without integrated 
schools. It is no better than the original. 
It fails in the same respect that the orig- 
inal does. 


Obviously the counties where there 
is to be some desegregation are those 
with larger cities, manufacturing centers 
where poorer parents, illiterate them- 
selves, would be tempted to put their 
children to work if there were no obli- 
gation to send them to school. 


Raising the level of a state requires 
raising the bottom and the top. The bot- 
tom would suffer first if compulsory edu- 
cation were done away with—but the top 
would suffer soon enough because of the 
resultant rise in crime, disease and ig- 
norance and the fall in creativity, order 
and supply of capable labor. 

The bill abandoning compulsion in 
counties where integration has begun has 
a further drawback. It would compel the 
state to pay, for five years, uncertified 
Visiting teachers (truant officers) not 
now being paid by the state. This feature 
of the bill is due to the Senate’s picking 
up exact language from the 1945 compul- 
sory education law, which set up a then 
needed program for training visiting 
teachers. Here is an example of bill draft- 
ers being sloppy in their work and 
careless with the taxpayers’ money.

Good Neighbor Policy 


Practiced Near Moultrie 


Years ago it was customary for 
neighbors of an ill farmer to appear 
quietly with mules and hand plows to 
work his land for him until he was back 
on his feet. 


It was a heart-warming practice but 
it diminished to virtual extinction in the 
hustle and. bustle of modern living, the 
decrease in family-type farms and the 
trend toward corporate farming. 


However, the custom was revived the 
other day near Moultrie when 25 neigh- 
bors of J. T. Underwood, who had been 
hospitalized for several weeks, turned up 
to plow his land. Only difference be- 
tween the old and new method was the 
use of tractors instead of mules. Re- 
sult: 50 acres plowed in two hours. 

The goal accomplished was the same as 
in the old days. So was. the intent and 
that is what gladdens us. 


Is Crisis-to-Crisis Pattern Necessary? 


State and local government problems, drama- 
tized by the current hassle at Georgia's State 
Capitol, are nationwide. And until there is 
greater foresight and planning for the future, 
solutions in an atmosphere of political crisis are 
inevitable. The trouble with such solutions is 
that the long-range public interest easily is lost 
sight of for expediencies of the moment. 


While it is customary to berate federal 
government spending, the truth is that state and 
local expenditures since World War II have in- 


' therefore, becomes a matter of great impor- 
tance to set out the areas of responsibility for 
each and to coordinate planning to meet them. 


Lynn F. Anderson, assistant director of the 
lic Affairs at the University of 
Texas, has made a nationwide 


long-range planning of programs and the means 
of financing them. 

“There must, above all,” he writes; ‘“‘be a 
consistent and continuous program of budgetary 
research and evaluation, and in this connec- 
tion the current ‘seven-point attack’ of the New 
York State Division of the Budget can be high- 
ly recommended as an agenda for all state and 
local governments of any appreciable size. 

“This attack calls for (1) a continuing ap- 
praisal of departmental programs; (2) the study 
of possibility of further automation; (3) empha- 
sis on work simplification; (4) development of 
incentive systems; (5) conduct of periodic 
Management surveys; (6) establishment of a 
management improvement council; and (7) im- 
provement of budgetary procedures by building 
program data into the budget document and 
identifying the cost of all programs.” 

With pressures on states and local govern- 
ments for essential services still on the rise, An- 
derson says the crisis-to-crisis pattern can be 
avoided only if public administrators and leg- 
islators anticipate future and

It is not pleasant to list these figures. They are given for three 


reasons. 


First, some legislators are talking about repealing Georgia's school 
attendance law, which might cause a 10 per cent drop in at . 
That is precisely what Georgia does not need now. 

Second, Georgia lacks the money to support its schools and pay 
its teachers properly. Yet federal aid to education is being fought by 
Georgia representatives in Washington. If the illiteracy figures here 
displease anyone, they might point it out to their congressman and 
suggest a little Georgia support for President Kennedy's aid bill. 

Third, dedicated public school people on the state, county and 
city level are presently conducting scores of teaching centers around 
the state, utilizing television, to teach illiterate adults and give them 


another chance at life. 


In metropolitan Atlanta alone, there are 30,000 Negroes and 20,- 
000 whites who are rated as functional illiterates. Through the help 
of the public schools of Atlanta and Fulton County, three television 
programs per week are being broadcast from the educational sta- 


tion. 
— 


The programs are watched in various teaching centers, or meeting 
places, around the metropolitan area. Any adult over 16 may enroll. 
Cost is only $3.25 for book and material. Public school people can train 
any high school graduate to be a volunteer teacher in just two ses- 
sions, and the volunteers man these teaching centers. If you want to 
volunteer, call Metropolitan School Development Council, JA. 2-3381, 


Extension 30. They need you. 


More than anything else they need you to refer illiterates to them. 
Functional illiterates cannot comprehend what this column says. If 
you know a laborer, a maid or anyone of either race who needs to 
know these free night classes exist, help them make contact with the 
program through the nearest public school.

White House kitchen the Vietnamese cook now working for the French 


ambassador in London and he failed ‘because 


his strategy were faulty. 


Making a pass at a French- 
man’s cook is clearly an unfriend- 
ly act which violates everything 
from the Tenth Commandment to 
the United Nations Charter. 


The Tenth Commandment says 
specifically that thou shalt not 
“covet thy neighbor’s house .. . 
or his manservant or his maid- 
servant ... or anything that is 
thy neighbor’s.” 

Article 34 of the U.N. charter 
is equally specific. ‘‘The Security 
Council,” it says, “‘may investi- 
gate any situation which might 
lead to international friction,”’ and 
if there is anything that ‘“‘might 
lead to international friction’’ it is 
the President of one ally trying 
to steal the cook of another ally’s 
ambassador. 

Secondly, the President was too 
continental for his own political 
well-being. This is a meat-and-po- 
tatoes country and if it gets 
around that the great men of this 
administration are going to eat 
poulets a la villeroy instead of 
chicken and grits or spoonbread, 
he’s in trouble—particularly on 
Capitol Hill where the diet of bean 
soup and hamburger has done 
more to divide the country than 
human folly or ambition. 

There are two ways to get a 
good Vietnamese cook. The surest 
way is the Communist way. They 


both his planning and 


simply invaded Vietnam, dismem- 
bered the country and carried off 
all the cooks. Obviously, this way 
was not open to Kennedy. 


The second way is through the 
new Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development. It 
aims at pooling the resources of 
these nations for the well-being 
and prosperity of all. 

Through this instrument some- 
thing might be done. If the United 
States is to provide the missiles 
for the alliance and the nuclear 
submarines, there is no reason 
why the French should not be re- 
quired to provide the cooks. 


Fortunately, two opportunities 
are coming up whereby the new 
secretary of state, Dean Rusk, 
can do something about this and 
at the same time do something 
for himself. 


He is going next month to a 
meeting of the SEATO countries 
in Bangkok and there he will have 
an opportunity to scout stray 
Vietnamese cooks on the spot. If 
this praduces nothing, he can take 
up the question directly with Mau- 
rice Couve de Murville, the 
French foreign minister, at the 
North Atlantic Treaty meeting.

Rules Panel Fight 


Was Over Power 


WASHINGTON—The actions of the House 
Rules Committee since its membership was en- 
larged should make clear to everyone that the 


objective of the enlargement was merely to transfer control of the 
committee majority from Chairman Smith to Speaker Rayburn and 
the administration. Though the Speaker’s proposal to add to the 
committee membership was widely represented and accepted as 
a “‘liberalizing’’ movement to break legislative bottlenecks, it should 
now be obvious that command of the bottleneck was the only issue. 


After the House by a five-vote 
margin approved the committee 
enlargement, the committee has 
followed Speaker Rayburn’s lead 
instead of Chairman Smith’s. This 
was effected by the speaker's se- 
lection of new Democratic mem- 
bers who could be relied on to do 
that. Accordingly, the Rules com- 
mittee has kept pent in its bottle- 
neck measures which the speaker 
did not wish to reach the House 
floor for a voting showdown. And 
there will be as many others in 
the same category as Rayburn 
may designate, thus preserving 
unimpaired the restrictive func- 
tion of the committee over what 
the entire House shall consider. 

Another important power of the 
Rules committee was also left un- 
disturbed. This is the power to 
limit the discussion period in the 
House on legislation released to 
the floor by the committee. It in- 
cludes authority to prescribe 
whether any amendments may be 
voted on and if so whether amend- 
ae Shall be only those offered 


* preserving these 
Rules committee 
is sound. The jurisdiction is es- 


sential to whatever leadership 
group is in control and is vital to 
the administration when, as in 
this instance, the _ controlling 
leadership group is committed to 
promote its legislative program. 
That is because the size of the 
House would make it both un- 
wieldy and disorderly unless there 
were rigid regulation of its floor 
traffic, 


Also, the Rules committee reg- 
ularly serves party and personal 
interests by using its power to 
prevent measures which many 
members clamor for publicly, but 
oppose privately, from coming to 
a voting stage. 

The whole business from the 
start has been a House power 
contest between the Kennedy- 
Rayburn forces and the bl-par- 
tisan opposition and now it has 
been stripped of camouflage. The 
speaker’s purpose however, un- 
its representation as de- 
signed solely to ‘liberalize’ vot- 
ing procedure, is to assure House

whether Byrd would agree to 
limiting the governor’s spending 
powers, in view of his own prob- 
able candidacy for the office next 
year, or whether he would swing 
to the position of the House lead- 
ers. — 


If he does agree with the House 
position, that would give the leg- 
islative bodies a clear field to 
pass the spending bill and send 
it to the governor, who is not 
happy at the prospect of signing 
a measure which would limit his 
powers. 


Edwards’ ruling Friday dealt 
with an obscure section of the 
1943 Appropriations Bill which 
provided that the state auditor 
should establish a state surplus 
after all legislative appropria- 
tions were paid to departments. 


“In the event there is at any 
time a surplus in this account, 
the amount of same shall be 
available and is appropriated for 
allotment for highway construc- 
tion or for other purposes,’’ the 
section said. 


REPEALED IN ‘49 


The new State Constitution of 
1945 said that provision would 
apply to all future appropria- 
tions acts until it was specifically 
repealed. An act of 1949 re- 
pealed it. 


But it was cited again in the 
1953 and 1956 spending bills and 
formed the basis of the governor 
allocating additional state funds. 


In 1960, the Georgia Supreme 
Court said the bill was re-enacted 
when it was cited in the legisla- 
tive acts following its specific 
repeal. 


Edwards took the position in 
his ruling that “‘it is impossible 
to continue something in force 
and effect which no longer ex- 
ists.’ and therefore the section 
is not effective. The court ruling 
was ‘dicta,’ (legal jargon for 
not being at point in the case on 
which the court ruled) and there- 
fore not proof of the law's valid- 
ity, he-said. 


SMITH STATEMENT

Hargis Will Show 


Controversial Film

Rev. Billy James Hargis of Tulsa, Okla., involved 
in the Air Force manual controversy last spring, is 
to hold a Greater Atlanta Christian Crusade here 
this weekend. He plans to show the controversial 
movie, “Operation Abolition,” at 7:30 p.m. Sunday at 
the Tower Theater. 


Rev. Mr. Hargis calls the film “the most shocking . . . re- 
vealing picture of the state of our Union that I have ever seen. 
No American who thinks anti-Americanism is limited to other 
nations should miss this film.” 


However, some churchmen don’t think too much of the ac- 
curacy of the film. 


A recent resolution passed hy the 50-member board of direc- 
tors of the Northern California-Nevada Council of Churches urges 
church groups planning to show the movie to “approach the pro}- 
ect with due caution.”’ 


The council said the film has no standard credits and its 
producer is not identified, and notes that “‘many responsible pub- 
lications"’ report that ‘‘this film in fact presents an inaccurate ac- 
count of the events.”’ 


Some of the publications listed are The San Francisco Exam- 
iner, San Francisco Chronicle, Washington Post, Milwaukee Jour- 
nal, San Francisco News-Call-Bulletin and The Christian Cen- 
tury. 


“Viewers should understand that objections have been raised 
as to the film’s accuracy,’ the Western churchmen said, ‘and 
that a serious question exists as to the validity of the interpretation 
of events described."’ The council represents 15 denominations. 


According to the evangelist’s agent, the movie was released to 
Rev. Mr. Hargis by the House Un-American Activities Committee. 
The agent, W&W Advertising of Tulsa, says, ‘““The movie shows 
the inner workings of the committee, the testimony of accused 
Communists and the much-publicized aftermath of student rioting 
in which 5,000 San Francisco youths took part.”’ 


Rev. Mr. Hargis became embroiled in controversy in May 1960, 
when it was revealed that the author of an Air Force manual, 
which charged Communist infiltration into the National Council 
of Churches, had used two booklets by Rev. Mr. Hargis as source 
material. 


Rev. Mr. Hargis’ charges against the NCC could not be proved 
by the manual’s author. The Air Force rejected the manual. 


An ordained Prostestant preacher, Rev. Mr. Hargis resigned 
his pastorate in 1953 to serve as chairman of the Bible Balloon 
Project, which launched more than a million portions of the Bible 
in gas-filled balloons into Iron Curtain countries. 


He spoke here in February 1958, urging that the United States 
withdraw recognition of the Soviet Union and form a new organi-. 
zation of free nations. He appeared here again in October 1959, 
on a program with Rep. James C. Davis. 


Rev. Mr. Hargis will conduct rallies here at 7:30 p.m. Saturday 
and 2:30 and 7:30 p.m. Sunday at the Tower Theater. 


Purim Will Begin Wednesday 


Celebration of a successful struggle against religious bigotry 
begins at sundown Wednesday for all branches of Judaism—

Purim, the Festival of Lots, commemorates a story recorded 
in the Megillah, a scroll containing the Book of Esther, found in 
the Bible. 


Rabbi Sidney K. Mossman of Atlanta’s Shearith Israel Con- 
gregation tells the story this way: 


“The saasdalage is the story of lovely Queen Esther and how 
she foiled the plot of Haman, who sought to de- 
*— stroy the Jewish people. It takes place during 

© the time of Ahasuerus, king of Persia, and his 
counselor Haman. 


“Haman in his bitter hatred for Mordecai, 
seeks to destroy not only Mordecai, but also his 
people, the Jewish people. The king accedes to 
Haman’s request until he learns that Esther, his 
queen, is also a Jew and that Mordecai is her 
F cousin. 


“It is Haman who is hanged, and Mordecai is 
elevated to his position (‘as prime minister). 
Throughout the ages Haman has remained as the 
symbol of the anti-Semite.”’

In the synagogues the holiday is marked by sermons stressing 
religious liberty, prayers of thanksgiving, reading of the Megillah 
and gay musical selections. It is a time of joy. During the reading 
of the Book of Esther children use noise makers to drown out the 
name Haman each time it is mentioned. 


The word Purim means “‘lots,’”’ used because Haman drew 
lots to select the day for the mass murder of the Jews. 


Many Reform congregations will read a special prayer Wednes- 
day night that goes like this: 


“Strengthen us to combat prejudice, injustice and oppression 
when they strike not only against us but men of whatever race or 
belief. May we strive unceasingly for the triumph of truth and right 
over falsehood and wrong. Thus shall we be united in a true cov- 
enant of brotherhood and peace. Amen.”’

Three-time Grand National 
champion Lee Petty was 
critically injured on the last lap of 
a 100-mile late model auto race 
here Friday afternoon. 


Petty, 47 and father of two 
racing sons, was unconscious when 
extricated from his 1961 Ply- 
mouth, which had cleared the 
guard rail on the fourth turn and 
settled on a maintenance road 
outside the Daytona International 


Speedway. 


Dr. A. A. Monacco, chief of the 
Speedway medical staff, report- 
ed Petty suffered - multiple frac- 
tures of the left hip and left leg, 
multiple fractures of the left 
chest, a punctured left lung, frac- 
ture of the left shoulder and in- 
ternal abdominal injuries. 


A native of Randleman, N.C., 
Petty had only recently spoken 
of retirement from active driv- 
ing.

“IT don’t want my daughter to go steady. - It's 
not that | don’t like the boy, or even that my 
daughter may be missing things in life. It's 
just that, well you know ... a young boy and a 
girl together so much... alone. . 


““Everybody goes steady in my town. If you’ 
don’t you're just a square. I've gone steady three 
times in the past year and each time I had to 
break it up because, well, I didn’t really care 
about the boy and they always start expecting 
re 


“I’ve been going steady for seven months with 
a boy I think maybe I'm really in love with. We 
enjoy each other's company so much. He's al- 
ways kissed me a lot and we've necked some, 
too. Now a problem has come up that I never 
thought I'd have to face with him. It's an answer 
he's waiting for.’ 


These comments represent the attitudes of both 
parents and teen-agers all over the country. For 
what is seldom understood by many young people 
who have-not had much experience is the fact 
that going steady often creates a necking and 
a petting problem which is very special. It’s the 
problem of two people becoming so secure in 
each other's company that there follows a natural 
desire to express affection more and more fully. 

Certainly, 
some variation 
of this problem 
exists in most 
boy - girl rela- 
tionships. Usu- 
ally it can be 
resolved most 
easily when 
there is not the 
constant daily 
pressure which 
the practice of 
going steady 


places upon 
you. 
There are 


many things a 
boy and girl can 
do together be- 
sides neck. It 
takes more ef- 
fort to plan 
them, but if you 
really want to 
avoid necking, 
you can do so. 

You can plan 
activities which 
are really active 
—go skating in- 
stead of sitting in a movie. Plan a group picnic. 
Start a project—something you will make together 
or learn together. In short—keep busy doing 
something. On one level, it will literally take 
your minds off necking. On another level, it will 
use up energy so that the urge for physical ex- 
pression in negking will not be as great. Do as 
many things with a group as you can, and def- 
initely avoid the places where the cnly thing left 
to do is neck. 


And start thinking about your relationship in 
deeper terms. Should you stop seeing this boy so 
often? Must you go steady with him? Wouldn't 
it be better to see him now and then, thus giving 
you both time to foctis your interests on other 
important things as well as on each other? 
FIRST STEP 

The first step is to try to remove yourself from 
the situation which is making it. so difficult for 
you to think it through. This doesn’t always mean 
breaking off with your steady. Certainly, though, 
it means seeing him less for a while. 

However, this is not so easy or satisfactory a 
solution when you really love someone. A 17- 
year-old girl says: 

“We are really in love. Every time we go 


out, it becomes increasingly hard to control our- 
selves. Although we both know when to stop,

still we find it very hard to do so. As a result 
we are both becoming emotionally upset and frus- 
trated. We’ve both been brought up knowing right 
from wrong, but it doesn’t help.”’ 


Obviously, then, when we obey our conscience, 
when we do what we have been brought up to 
know is right, we may pay for it by frustration. 
For this girl and boy, just being together arouses 
desires which neither of them wants to satisfy be- 
fore they are married. They are upset because 
the body takes its revenge when urges are sud- 
denly held in check. 


The girl goes on to say: 


“Could you give us some advice on how to 
control ourselves? We have tried everything we 
can think of. We double-date as much as pos- 
sible. We spend as much time as we can doing 
things that require little or no physical contact. 
And we take up a lot of time just talking.” 


This is a relationship where the mere avoid- 
ance of the situations that lead to necking is not 
enough. Something more is needed—but what? 


But, what can help is the long view. 


IMPORTANT GOAL 

If you are really in love and plan to get 
married, then your goal is something much 
more important than momentary excitement. 
You know that there is something much more 
important waiting for you at the end of your 
road, and you are not going to let any momen- 
tary impulse spoil that for you. It won't be 
easy, but it is possible to pass up the excite- 
ment of the moment for a richer and more re- 
warding experience in the future. 

Setting limits is a difficult problem when you 
are trying to do it alone. But, if you,can talk 
honestly to a boy (and if your relationship is 
really worth something, you should be able to 
talk to him), you can work out your problems 
together. But this can. be dangerous if you at- 
tempt to talk this way to the wrong boy. That's 
why going steady is such a responsibility if you 
are mature enough to take it seriously. 


In any case, you can guide yourself by this: 
If you sincerely .want to control yourself and 
you find it difficult, it's probably because you 
haven't really understood—to your own satisfac- 
tion—the reason that you want to control your- 
self. 


Each person must make her own choice as 
to whether or not going steady is the best way 
for her, in spite of the difficulties that are bound 
to arise. But, you can be sure that these diffi- 
culties will arise—even though your present lack 
of experience may not have prepared you even 
to expect them. 


DIRECT SOLUTION 

The most direct way to solve the necking 
problems which arise in going steady is simply 
not to go steady. Of course, we can't learn 
much by running away from the challenges in 
life—but neither ‘do we gain anything by re- 
maining in a situation that is too much for us. 


When we're very upset, we definitely need a 
breather. So dan’t be afraid to call time out 
when’ you need to, and you can be sure that a 
boy who is worth caring about will show the 
patience and understanding you need. 


A real leve relationship is something we all 
want. Perhaps nothing else is quite so impor- 
tant. But nobody has to have the answer to 
his deepest emotional and physical needs right 
now, this minute. There’s a right time for 
everything. If it’s the right time for waiting, 
or for dating casually, don’t make yourself mis- 
erable with the idea that you're losing out. Wee 
you're ready, life has a way of meeting you 
half way. 


The most important thing to remember is 
that going steady, which may start out as just 
confirming with the local dating customs, may 
turn out to have much greater implications in 
a short time. If you’re not ready to cope with 
them, you're not ready to go steady. Admitting 
to yourself that this could really be the case— 
even if your parents did tell you so at the be- 
ginning—is a sign of maturity.

his parents help, find many, 
varied opportunities to expand 
his knowledge. 


He needs the chance to prac- 
tice and improve his abilities. 
He needs to use his hands, legs, 
ears, but most of all, his eyes. 
His vision must develop with his 
other abilities. There’s hardly a 
phase of Baby’s world that 
doesn't directly affect his growth 
in vision. 

WRIGGLE, ROLL 

Specialists who have studied 
better vision for children pointed 
out that a baby needs to crawl, 
wriggle, roll and creep. He 
needs to get stuck under a desk, 
table or chair. He needs to 
learn how to get into and out 
of tight places. 


“But he needs to learn these 
things for himself,’ emphasized 
a leading optometrist. ‘“‘When 
he gets stuck, show him how 
he can back up or turn around 
to get out of it. Show him how 
he can solve the problem for 
himself, don't just pull him 
out.”’ 


Stairs and steps in the home 
are fields of valuable experience 
for the baby. 


“Naturally,” the optometrist 
said, ‘‘he needs to be protected 
from severe falls. But there’s 
danger in too much protection: 
The little bumps he has now 
will help him learn fo avoid big 
bumps. Stairs ‘help the child 
learn to see that UP is different 
from DOWN, and that steps are 
not like floors.”

problems revealed that the eyes 
of many youngsters ‘‘are not 
functionally mature until the age 
of eight, nine, or even 10.”
